CHAPTER 11.

THIRD JUDICIAL DISTRIOT.

AN ACT defining the times of Lolding Courts in the Third Judi-
cial District.

Seorion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly
Kf the State of Iowa, That an Act entitled “ An Act to
efine the times of holding Courts in the Third Judicial
District,” in this State, approved January 25, 1864, be

At Council Bluffs City, in Pottawattamie county, on
the fourth Monday in January and July of each year.
At Glenwood, in Mills county, on the third Monda
after the fourth Monday in January and July of eac
ear.
At Sidney, in Fremont county, on the fifth Monda
after the fourth Monday in January and July in eac
ear.
At Clarinda, in Page county, on the seventh Monda
after the fourth Monday in January and July in eac
ear. -
At Bedford, in Taylor county, on the eighth Monday
after the fourth Monday in January and July in each
year.
